|of our work. 

2nd. T:iere was a motion pass- 
led last year at our conference 
like this : 'Moved, that the ques- 
tion of a delegated conference be 
bu limit ted to the different church- 
es for adoption or rejection be- 
fore next conference.' 

The object in submitting this 
question to the local churches 
rill be understood by all, we 
think. It is to keep the power 
tor deciding such questions in the 
local churches where it belongs. 
Therefore the conference has ask- 
bd the churches to decide the 
question before its next meeting. 
Hit the different congregations, 
pow act upon it, before the meet- 
of the conference ? For one, 
; would orge npon it being done 
kt as early a date as convenient, 
lo that if desired, we may know 
rhether we shall meet this year 
i a delegated oonterence or not? 
It seems to me that if we could 
fcnow this before the conference 
leets, we could make our pre pa- 
latines more complete. Brethren 
link on it ; act on it. We shall 
lave more to say about it after 
Irhile. God grant that we all 
lay do what we can to make 
ffhriat's cause a success.

The time hat evidently come 
for our preachers to formnlate 
some plan, looking to the relief 
of their families. No one can 
doubt the importance of such 
provisions. Theyoungman who 
enters the ministry, enters a 
vacation to which money-making 
is closed. In some few cases he 
it secured in an independent 
competency by inheritance, mar- 
riage or a chance investment of 
small means. His average sup- 
port is about half the wages of a 
skilled laborer, all hia lite it is a 
duty as well as a privilege to 
set an example of liberal giving 
to benevolent operations of the 
church. Any attempt to transfer 
hie ministry- into a money -mak- 
ing calling would lower it from 
its poaition as a spiritual power 
to selfish ends. Now at the close 
of their self-denying life, there 
is liability to absolute want for 
themselves and family in case of 
old age or death, after a life, 
useful to the church, will leave 
their families in needy circum- 
stances. In view of above fact 
is the only apology I offer in 
proposing to the ministers of the 
brethren, the following resolu- 
tion:
